AMERICAN INVASION OF CHINA. 


Details of the Importapt Concessions to the 
Great Syndicate. 
Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch, 
LONDON, Septernber 22.—The Standard yes- 
terday printed a long digpatch from Shanghai 
concerning the American invasion of China. 
In speaking of the extent of the concessions 
obtained the dispatch says: 
Tue result, unratiffed so far by the Amer!i- 
can syndicate, although finally accepted by 
the Chinese Viceroy, ig practically as follows: 
A loan of two and a half million taels, or over 
half a million pounds at 3 per cent, has al- 
ready been contracted to be advanced by the 
syndicate to the Imperial Board of Tele- 
graphs, the syndicate tosupply all materials 
and to fix up a new long-distance telephone 
between the principal open ports. In addi- 
tion to this, another loan St a million taels or 
£200,000 is contracted to be advanced to the 
Viceroy for some purpose not made public, 
but which for convenience is called ‘special 
purposes. These are the coneessions so far 
definitely settled. Butthose following, viz.: 
The tentative propositions and by farthe most 
important are, first, the establishment of what 
is called in the negotiations ‘a national and 
international amalgamated bank, under Im- 
perial charter and supplied by American Chi- 
nese funds with a st@pendous capital, mostly, 
however, American oper.” This institution 
is to have peculiar an “exclusive rights, mo- 
nopolies and various other like considera- 
tions from -the Imperial Government. It is 
agreed and covenanted that it will supply, 
manage and control theentire finances of the 
Imperial and provincial Governments, collect 
and disburse the entire Imperial Treasury 
funds, provide the sinews of warfor all such 
measures of the Government as the building, 
construction and maintenance of forts, fleets, 
arsenals, navies, guns, railways, telegraphs, 
canals and so forth, throughout the Empire. 
It will provide for the army, the drainage, 
river improvements and, to put it briefly, 
everything for which the Government of sgch 


liminary step to these astonishing operations 
that this institution should establish branches 
in all Chinese cities of importance, as well as 
in many cities of the other four continents 
with which China has diplomatic or commer- 
cial relations. London, Paris, New York and 
Philadeiphia are to be the chief foreign 
centers.

There is no doubt that China wauts 
money and is most anxious to get all she can, 
but it is hard to believe that the Viceroy would 
hand his country so completely over tothe 
Americans as this scheme would lead one to 
suppose. The loans already successfully 
negotiated by the syndicate have been made 
in a way new to China, I. e., without having 
obtained the Imperial decree, a fact which has 
not tended to lessen the astonishment with 
which the entire scheme filled the country.

become so general in England of the charm of 
the best sort of American character. Of 
course, when this becomes the fashion, it 
loses its genuineness and perhaps there was a 
little of this want of genuiness in the welcome 
that some social leaders gave to Dr. Wendell 
Holmes. But the feeling on which the wel- 
come was founded, is genuine and has every 
chance of being permanent. The two countries 
have their differences still, but socially and 
intellectually they feel that they have more in 
common than either has with any other nation 
inthe world. Perhaps the time may come

THE SEAL PIRATES. 

TORONTO, Ontario, September 22.—The De- 
partment of Fisheries is advised that upto 
date ten Behring Sea sealers have eluded the 
United States cutter Rush, and arrived at 
Victoria, British Columbia. The total catch is 
reported to be 19,046 skins by Canadian vessels, 
and 2,539 skins landed in British Columbia by 
American schooners. At $6.50 per skin the 
value of the catch reaches the sum of over 
$140,000. 


PACIFIC EXPRESS ROBBERY, 


Capture of a Man Charged With Stealing 
Silver Bricks. 


Last Christmas Evethere were two bars of 
silver stolen from the Pacific Express Com- 
pany at this city, and the matter was immedi- 
ately reported to the police. The silver was on 
its way from the West to the United States 
Mint at Philadelphia, and was missed here, 
having evidently been stolen while being 
transferred from the Missouri Pacific to the 
Eastern train. The police suspected Joe 
Ghiol, aporter ofthe company, and some 
of the other employes, of the crime. 
Though they secured enough circumstantial 
evidence at the time tosatisfy them of the 
guilt of the parties, they were unable to ob- 
tain proof enough oftheir guilt to convict 
them. The express officials were unwilling to 
undertake the prosecution of the men under 
the circumstances, and they were all let go 
without being locked up, although they had 
been brought up and questioned carefully. 
It was afterward discovered that instead of 
two bars of silver, there had been four stolen. 
This was not learned until the silver reached 
the mint at Philadelphia, when it was found 
that two of the remaining bars were 
bogus,the thieves having substituted them for 
two of the four genuine bars they had stolen. 
About the same time a package of jewelry, 
valued at $500, was also stolen, and again 
another package was taken containing ten 
watches, a lot of scarf-pins and other articles. 
These thefts were committed on different days, 
but all about the Christmas and New Year 
holiday season, and there was every evidence 
that they had been stolen while the goods 
were being transferred here. Nothing ofa 
positive nature could be secured to indicate 
who did the work, and the matter was appar- 
entiy dropped entirely. 

At a late hour yesterday afternoon Detective 
Tom Furlong of the Gould system walked into 
the Four Courts with Joe Ghiol, whom he had 
locked up on a charge of committing the rob- 
bery. Ghiol is one of the men the 
police had set down for the robbery in the first 
place, butthey had no proof against himon 
which to secure his conviction.

LONDON’S SENSATION. 


THE PALL MALL GAZETTE’S REVELATIONS 
IN THE HUGHES-HALLETT SCANDAL. 


How the Intrigue Was Discovered—The Gal- 
‘lant Colonel’s Lame Denial—His Offer to 
Fight a Duel or Elope—Mrs. Huaghes- 
Haliett Condones Her Husband’s Offense 
—Barrister Smith’s Startling Discovery. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, — te 22.—The Pall Mall Ga- 
zette continues the publication of the Hallett 
scandal. It concedes that the young lady is 
not a stepdaughter of Hallett’s first wife, but 
asserts that this is only a slighterror. It says: 
„„The intrigue was discovered at a country 
house, where Col. Haghes-Haliett and Miss 
Selwyn were staying. The manner in which 
he had procured his invitation to this house 
was as follows: Being aware that Miss Selwyn. 
was a guest at the house, he stated, in pro- 
curing bis invitation, that he wished to ap- 
point Miss Selwyn guardian ot his two 
children by his marriage with Lady Selwyn.

AT BARRISTER SMITH’S HOUSE. 


How Col. Hughes-Hallett Abused the Hos- 
pitality of His Friend. 


Lonpon, September 22.—Col. Hughes-Hal- 
lett, who is accused by the Pall Mall Gazette 
of having maintained improper relations with 
Miss Beatrice Selwyn, states that he did not see 
much of the lady until the past summer, when 
she, being free of all control by her relatives, 
lived alone in London and he accompanied her 
to many English watering-places. It is stated 
that she and Henry Smith, a barrister and dep- 
uty Lord- Lieutenant of Norfolk,were appointed 
guardians of his (Hughes-Hgllett’s) children 
by Lady Selwyn. Mr. Smith invited Col. 
Hughes-Hallett and Beatrice to visit him at 
his home, and while they were there Mr. 
Smith’s suspicions were aroused by their ac- 
tions. On August 15 he went to Col. Hughes-

TO BURST OPEN THE DOOR. 

Col. Hughes-Haliett, who was in the room, 
was taken completely by surprise, and while 
dressing was subjected to a torrent of abuse 
from Mr. Smith and everybody present, while 
he (Hughes- Hallett) kept perfectly quiet. As 
soon as Col. Hughes-Haliett was dressed Mr. 
Smith sent him to the railway station and sub- 
sequently informed his friends everywhere of 
his conduct. He also telegraphed a statement 
to Col. Hughes-Hallett’s wife, who condones 
the offense. Two days later Col. Hughos- 
Hallett received a letter from a lawyer de- 
manding the return of £5,000 belonging to 
Beatrice. The money was paid over directly 
on receipt of the letter. Col. Haghes-Hallett 
then called on Oapt. Selwyn, Beatrice’s brother, 
and offered to ightaduel with him, but the 
offer was not accepted.

PREPARING FOR THE FAIR. 


The California Exhibit Coming in Fifteen 
Cars—Other Exhibits. 


A number of new features will be exhibited 
this year at the Fair that have never made 
their appearance at the Fair before. Some of 
the buildings have needed alterations to ac- 
commodate the visitors. The Mechanical 
Hall, near the race track, which, for the 
last few years, has been filled with a 


miscellaneous collection of exhibits will be 
greatly changed this year and improved in 
every respect. Oneof the new features in 
this hall will be an exhibit of a bronze 
company, who will have a number 
of busts and statues of prominent 
men made of a new material which has but 
lately been introduced. A salt company will 
have a house built entirely of white table salt. 
All the space has been engaged and the exhib- 
itors are busily engaged in getting 
things ready to open on time. 
The agricultural field, which covers an area of 
thirty acres on the site of the old race track, 
is entirely taken up. The exhibitors who are 
— up their own bulldings on the field 

ave a small army of workmen em- 
ployed in construction and in put- 
ting the machinery in working order. 
The number of private exhibition buildings 
this year will far exceed any preceding year 
in the history of the Fair. he live stock de- 
partment, which is always late filling up, is 
already full and a great many inquiries 
are being made in regard to stalls 
and accommodations for the stock. 
Up to date there have been over 250 
entries in the cattle department, and it has 
been found necessary to put up a number of 
extra stalls. Premiums will be offered this 
year for a new breed of cattle called red 
polled stock, for which class of 
cattle fifty stalls have already been 
engaged, An importing company have 
engaged ten stalls for a string 
of Beigian horses, astock of heavy draught 
horses, which have never been exhibited at 
any fair in this country, and will be an entirely 
new feature. The entries in the heavy draught 
horse department has reached over 100. The 
centre of Grocers’ Sundries Hall will 
be occupied by five florists, who 
will have a large collection of cut and uncut 
flowers. The fruit department alone will 
cover over 3,000 feet, and the secretary has 
had a great deal oftrouble finding space for 
1 who want to exhibit fruits of all 

nds. 

The grounds and the exhibition halls are 
now open to all the exhibitors to enable them 
to go to work immediately on their respective 
exhibits, bevause the management requires 
them to have everything 22 for open- 
ing to the public by Saturday, October 1. 

THE CALIFORNIA EXHIBIT 

will he the great feature of Horticultural Hall. 
Space 222 feet in length will be occupied ex- 
clusively by products from the southern part 
of that State. Fifteen refrigerating cars will 
bring the fruit and plants for exhibition. 
Arches and figures will be composed of fruits 
which visitors will be allowed to demolish un- 
der certain restrictions, new material being 
put in the arches every day. 

Charles A. Dexter, the Commissioner, says: 
»The exhibit of Southern California will be 
far more extensive than we have ever yet 
made. Those who saw the Chicago display 
may think this impossible, yet a creat variety 
of our tropical fruits were not shown there. 
Weare gathering for this display every kind 
of citrus and delicious fruits, cereals, oranges, 
lemons, limes, figs, dates, pomegranates, 
bananas, guaves, loquaots, raisins, 
grapes, Engiish walnuts, almonds, 

lberts, Italian chestnuts, quipces, 
melons, hops, olives, olive oil, barley, rye, 
millet, wines, cordials, brandies, silk, 
ghum, tobacco, alfafa and ostrich eggs. In 
fine it will be an exhibit that will be creditable 
to the Fair and do justice to our State. 

In addition to these fruits the Californians 
have entered 125 plants and collections in the 
Horticultural Department, competing for pie- 
miums. They also have seventy-five feet space 
in the grocers sundries departinent to fill with 
minerais, and another space seventy-five feet 
long for wines.

A Construction Gang Mowed Down by an 
Express Train.

PARIS DRESSES. 


Has the Bustle slid From Under. 
Paris Correspondent of the London Telegraph. 

Fihding myself the other day in the 
company of some charming American 
women, and noting the almost entire ab- 
sence of anything like tournureto mar 
the flowing lines of their most becoming 
and long trailing gowns, I began to put 
some faith in the report that we are on 
the eve of another dress revolution. It 
will not be the first time by any means, 
that our transatlantic friends have 
taken the initiative. I believe crinoline 
itself was an American invention, there- 
fore, itis meet they should make society 
some amends for the artistic wrong done 
to it. Perhaps it is going,too far to hope 
that we are to return to sculptural folds 
once more and clinging skirts, or that the 
change contemplated is the complete 
eradication from feminine skirtsof all 
such substances as steel and horsehair. 
This, almost all dressmakers will tell you, 
is impossible, nor is it, perhaps , advisable 
from an economic and practical point of 
view that the transformation should be 
sudden and absolute. 

What would be done with the dresses 
nowin wear? They would have to be 
either set aside altogether or altered, and 
the possessors thereof must either demand 
an increased dress allowance—alas! for 
fathers and husbands—or doom their 
maids, more often than themselves, to 
wholesale unripping and remaking. All 
skirts to set well, as it is, must be cut 
three inches longer behind, if not more, 
to give the springs and cushion fair play. 
Now. in the case of round skirts worn 
entirely without tournure, the back 
breadths need be no longer than the 
front. Thereis no doubt that the dress 
improver is of signal service where draped 
shirts are concerned. Indeed, custom has 
rendered it almost a necessity, or so ordi- 
nury dressmakers, not extraordinary in- 
novators, declare, Therefore, it is ver 
probable that the promised revolution will 
only be a half-hearted one afterall, and 
that if little or no support be provided for 
training robes, or those which sweep the 

round after the new manner, only a few 
nches, costumes made with dra upper 
skirts will be to a degree sustained, as 
heretofore, on a gubstrata of steel and 
horsehair. 

Be this as it may, everything points 
toward a decided reduction in the volume 
of skirts; the question will be—is, almost 
—how to do with the least possible amount 
of improvement,“ whereas hitherto it 
has been all the other way. Worth has 
for some months past left very little room 
in the foundation skirt for any extra full- 
ness at the back, and the ar- 
rangement of the upper draperies 
simplicity is and has been the prom- 
inent feature.

Nevertheless, in resisting and 
killing the officers of the law, these Mor- 
mons would be guilty of murder, and 
could no more plead the conscientiousness 
of their religious faith as a justification of 
murder than the highwayman could his 
own peculiar code of ethics as a license to 
rob. 

So it is with the Anarchists under sen- 
tence of death at Chicago. They were not 
indicted for their opinions, but for their 
acts. They were not sentenced as An- 
archists, but as parties and accessories to 
the murder of a number of officers of the 
law. Their expressions of opinion were 
used against them only so far as the same 
identified them with the active work of a 
conspiracy to massacre the first body of 
policemen who interfered with their meet- 
ings. 

Every criticism of the verdict and sen- 

tence assumes that they were found 
guilty of holding anarchic opinions and 
that the murder of a dozen policemen 
was an incidental trifle that cut no figure 
at all in the case. Every plea fg their 
pardon rests on the ground that they 
ought to be pardoned for opinion’s sake, 
because Anarchy is their political faith, 
or because they are alleged ‘*representa- 
tives of the working classes“ —as if mur- 
der is to be treated asan Anarchist priv- 
ilege, and convicted murderers are to be 
recognized as representatives of the 
working classes!’’ 
The idea of treating their bloody deed 
as ajustifiable defense of the right of 
peaceable assembly and free speech is 
simply atrocious. That right is amply 
protected by the law of the land and the 
support of the whole people. A conspir- 
acy of less than a dozen men, a prepar- 
ation of bombs, a premeditated massacre 
of policemen in the discharge of their 
duty—if free speech has no better or 
stronger protection than that, it is de- 
stroved already.

Labor Does Not Defend Murder. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

There appears to be some confusion in the 
mind of your correspondent (a K. of L.) as to 
the action of workingmen’s organizations re- 
specting the seven members of the Inter- 


national Working People’s Association, now 
under sentence of death. If the men are 
guilty, they should suffer the full penalty of 
their crime, but even the worst scoundrels 
on earth’’ have the right to demand a fair and 
impartial trial, and thatis the demand Labor 
makes in behalfof the so-called Anarchists. 
If this should not be granted by the du- 
preme Court ofthe United States, then an 
appeal will be made for Executive cle 
ency. This action is based upon the belief 
that an impartial trial has not been accorded 
the condemned men; that though the jury was 
selected from hundreds, as your corres- 
pondent states, the hundreds were too care- 
fully selected by men prejudiced against the 
prisoners, members of labor organizations 
being barred. 

Labor does not advocate murder, and in this 
case has every reason to denounce the crime, 
for the explosion of the bomb in the streets of 
Chicago on May 4, 1886, wrought havoc in its 
ranks, paralyzed the eight-hour movement 
and in a moment destroyed the patient work 
of years. Had the miscreant who threw the 
bomb been caught, not a voice would be 
raised in his behalf from the ranks of organ- 
ized labor. 

Perhaps the K. of L. forms his opinions from 
the rabid speeches of Herr Most et al. He 
should know there are Tuttles and Burghards 
in every organization who ‘‘will not down;’’ 
or from such men as Johnson, who desire 
to ramble forth with pocketsful of dynamite 
bombs and hurl destruction and death broad- 
cast, the Anarchistof the most bloodthirsty 
kind, but who turn up, strangely enough, in 
the courts, as Pinkerton detectives. Or it may

WHERE POST NO. 18 WILL ENTERTAIN VIS- 
ITING VETERANS. 


The Old Skating-Rink on Fourth Street and 
Chouteau Avenue Elaborately Decorated 
for Encampment Week—Daily Papers 
From Every Part of the Country on File 
—Refreshments and Music—Three Beau- 
tifal Paintings—State Register. 


OMRADES of Has- 
sendeubel Post. 
No. 18, are making 
most elaborate 
preparations for 
the entertainment 
of the veterans 
whocome here to 
attend the Nation- 
al Encampment. 
The Post is one of 
the strongest in 
the city and one of 
the oldest. It is 
composed princi- 
2 of German citi- 
zens. Louis Grund 
is Post Command- 
er; J. C. Nial, 
Senior Vice-Commander; H. Pins, Junior 
Vice-Commander; W. B. Bain, Adjutant; Phil 
Luckner, Quartermaster; John Dinsbeer, Sur- 
geon; F. T. Wilcox, Chaplain; J. M. Gruen, 
Officer of the Day, and Frank’ Merz, Officer of 
the Guard. The regular meeting place of the 
Post is at South St. Louis Turner Hall, Tenth 
and Carroll streets, where the members of the 
Post assemble every first and third Tuesday in 
the month. Hassendeubel Post has secured as its 
headquarters during Encampment week the 
building on the corner of Fourth street and 
Chouteau avenue, formerly used asa skating 
rink, but lately turned into a carriage factory. 
The front of this bullding, measuring 131 feet, 
is being most elaborately decorated. The top

of the building will become a miniature 
fortification. In the center is a min- 
lature fort, named Fort Sumter. 


Two cannon point threateningly from its

AN ODD SUIT, 


Attempt of Gen. Wm. Preston to Have Some 
Property Rights Adjudicated. 


Gen. Wm. Preston, who has just died at his 
home in Lexington, Ky., Was,a year or two 
ago, complainant in a suit which he prose- 
cuted in the United States Circuit Court unsuc- 
cessfully. He was a lawyer of no mean ability, 
and his pleadings elicited from Judges 
Treat and Brewer many compliments, 
which were not the conventional expression 
concerning the ‘‘learnea counsel’’ and 
‘‘learned presentation of the law.“ His 
suit was to restrain Virginia M. Smith from 
beclouding his title to property in which she 
has a life interest. He filed a bill in equity in 
the court named, in which he gave a history 
of his supposed interest in the property. 

m. Christy was in the early part 
of this century a merchant of 
consequence in St. Louis. He died in 1887, 
leaving a wife, two sons and three daughters, 
Two married daughters had died before him, 
leaving children. In his will Mr. Christy be- 
queathed part of his ae to his grand- 
children, sons and daughters of his deceased 
daughters. Two daughters were entirely ig- 
nored. To his wife he devised his mansion 
house, with the two blocks of land which 
surrounded the house, for her lte, 
with remainder in his daughter Virginia 
for her life. On tbe death of Virginia the 
property was to go to the heirs of her body if 
she left any, and if not, to his sons, Edmuna 
T. and Howard F. Christy, for life, with re- 
mainder in fee to their heirs.

The Racing Calendar of the 8th, recefved 
yesterday, contains the weights assigned by 
the Messrs. Weatherby to the horses entered 
for the Cesarewitch and Cambridgeshire, says 
the WorLv. The former is afew yards over 


two miles and a quarter and the latter is a mile 
and 240 yards. The Cesarewitch will be run at 
Newmarket on October 1] and the Cambridge- 
shire on October 25. Bendigo isthe top weight 
for both races, with 133 pounds for the Cesare- 
witch and 139 pounds for the Cambridgeshire. 
He has certainly never done any- 
thing to warrant the Cesarewitch weight, 
but he deserves ali he got for the Cam- 
bridgeshire, seeing that he not only won the 
race in 1883, but was second both in 1884 and 
1885. Of the others for the Cesarewitch, Carl- 
ton, the winner of the Doncaster Cup last Fri- 
day, is in at 128 pounds, with Eurisian, the 
third last year, at 125 pounds: The Cob, who 
was second, at 114 pounds, and Stone Clink, 
the winner, at113 pounds. Merry Hampton, 
the Derby winner, is the top weight of the 
three-year-olds, at 114 pounds, and was handi- 
capped to give Kilwarlin, the winner of St. 
Leger,five pounds, but under the conditions the 
winner of the St. Leger must carry 115 pounds, 
so that he gives the second for the St. Leger 
(Merry Hampt n) one pound, while The Baron, 
who started the favorite for the Derby. and 
finished second, is also 114 at 109 
pounds. There are many other interesting 
features in the handicap, of which the betting 
below will show those in which the public 
takes the most interest. As to the Cambridge- 
shire, St. Mirin, who ran second last veuar at 
119 pounds, is now the second in the list at 124 


ounds, a difference of fifteen pounds between 
zendigo, the top weight, and the second.

GROWING WIDER. 


The Reported Breach Between Concress- 
man Kandall and President Cleveland. 


By Telegraph to the Posr- DISPATCH. 
PHILADELPHIA, September 22.—The talk 
about a breach between Congressman Randall 
and President Cleveland has received a fresh 
impetus in Democratic circles of this city In a 
story from Washington. The story is that Mr. 
Randall and his friends were discussing the 
reported disposition of the President and the 
low tariff Democrats to make the ex-Speaker 
take a back seat in the party, if not to run him 


out ofit altogether. When the discussion had 
reached a particularly animated staye, it is 


said Mr. Randall, with some emphasis, 
asserted that if he took it into his 
head he could ruin the present 


national Administration and destroy President 
Cleveland’s chances of renomination. The 
ex-speaker is reported to have said that just 
before the Allentown convention President 
Cleveland, with his own hand, wrote a letter 
to Superintendent Fox of the Philadelphia 
mint, which, if made public, would not reflect 
much credit on the President’s civil-service 
reform ideas. The letter, as Mr. Randall is 
said to have described it, was aspecimen of 
political insolence and the embodiment of 
bossism in politics. This wag the substance 
of the story whiclfis now going the rounds of 
the hotel corridors and the clubs in Washing- 
ton and in this city. LS mi 4 a reporter 
called on Superintendent Fox. e Superin- 
tendent, looking a good deal surprised, said 
he had received a letter from the President, 
but he did not regard it as inany way inter- 
fering with anybody’s politics. 

„The letter has never been out of my 

ossession,’’ said ne. Mr. Randall has never 
Rad it, as it is private and confidential, and if 
you will excuse me I will decline to talk

Mr. Fox was then asked the question direct: 
‘*Did the letter contain any request or com- 
mand that you should forbid Mr. Chester, Mr. 
Randall’s representative, from attending the 
Allentown convention in Mr. Randall's in- 
terest?’’ 

‘If you put it in that way I shall answer 
no, said Mr. Fox, and further than tnat 
I must decline to say.“ 

The curiosity over the contents of the letter 
is heightened by Superintendent Fox's reti- 
cence. Is is likely he would give a copy of the 
letter for publication if authorized to do so by 
the President.
